Shooting with automatic

According to the scene, the camera 
automatically selects the optimal shootings 
mode from [PORTRAIT]/[LANDSCAPE]/ 
[NIGHT+PORTRAIT]/[SPORT]/[MACRO]. 
This is a fully automatic mode that allows the 
user to take pictures using the best mode for the 
shooting scene simply by pressing the shutter 
button. The settings in [i] (CAMERA MENU) 
are not available in iAUTO mode.

/ In the ISO setting, although smaller values 
result in less sensitivity, sharp images can 
be taken under fully lit conditions.

Wipe the camera with the 
damp cloth and then dry it with a dry cloth. If 
you have used the camera at the beach, use a 
cloth soaked in clean water and wrung well. 

• If any dirt, dust, sand, or other foreign material 
adheres to the periphery of the lens cover 
after use, or the lens cover does not move 
smoothly, wash the camera using the method 
described on P. 50.
